True, the British and Americans 
are doing their stupid bes! to quick 
ly revive them. But the attempt 
will probably fall, if only because 
in the end, Russia or France, which 
have had enough of German ag 
gression, will know how to make 
sure that it fails 

IN FACT, little progress in Eur- 
ope can be made until the German 
question, in its fundamentals, is 
settled. The French, it seems to 
me, are not nearly so unreasonable 
in their attitude toward Germany 
as the White House, the State De- 
partment, or Byron Price appear to 
believe. They do not oppose even 
tual central German administration 
in Berlin. They merely insist that 
the future of the Ruhr be settled 
first. 

It is perhaps easy for Americans 
to forget that the fate of Western 
Europe depends, in considerable 
measure, on what is done with the 


Ruhr, Its coal is the backbone, not 
only of German industry, but of 
that of Holland, Belgium, Luxem-
